Palestinians: A Mobilized People 

The Palestinians living in Damour are a 
politicized and mobilized people. The war m 
Lebanon was not the first time that many of them, 
civilians as well as members of commando organiza- 
tions, participated in defending the Palestinian 
revolution in times of crisis. 

One young woman, Amina Shamos, left her Tal 
al Za ’atar textile work to become a nurse during 
the siege of the camp. She is now teaching sew- 
ing to other women at a PLO factory just outside 
Damour . She explains that since so many men were 
killed in the war, Palestinian women must learn 
new skills to earn a living and support their 
f ami 1 ie s 

Amina’s 70-year-old great uncle, Ahmad, 
fought in Lhe 1936 Palestinian uprising against 
British colonization, and her father, Moustaffa 
Shamos, 49, fought in his home village in northern 
Palestine against Zionist settlement and its 
British supporters in 1948, Moustaffa later 
fought Israeli incursions into southern Lebanon 
in 1973, and against the right-wing siege of 
Tal al Za ’atar. 

Moustaffa detailed the Palestinian history 
he h.mself has witnessed, and barraged us with 
questions on U S, government policy on the issue 
of Palestine. He then brought out an M-16 rifle, 
a standard U.S army rifle, marked "Property of 
the U.S Government" which he had captured from 
right-wing Lebanese forces during the Tal al 
Za ’atar battle.

From that time on we made bases 
m the mountains [in southern Lebanon], We had no 
intention to interfere with [Lebanese] matters. But 
the Lebanese authorities and those interested m mak- 
ing plots against us launched many battles against 
us . 

However, the people supported us, the Lebanese 
army was weak, and we were committed. So we won And 
we made the Cairo Agreement [the 1969 agreement w'th 
the Lebanese government codifying the rights the 
Palestinians had a 1 ready gained]. 

In 1972, they tried to kick us out, but the 
balance wasn’t with them. Then in May, 1973, there 
was a b n g battle. They surrounded many of our 
[refugee] camps. But we stopped them. We won add'-* 
tions to the Cairo Agreement, our right to have 
dealings with the Palestinians in the camps, and 'G 
have nights in the Arkoub district [a part of south- 
ern Lebanon], In every battle we had more rights 

But in 1975, they were trying to surround us *n 
many places. We heard from Raymond Edde [a former 
member of the Lebanese govennment and defeated can- 
didate in the 1976 pari lamentary election for pres- 
ident] that in March, 1975 a meeting of all the 
Maromte [the Christian sect given ruling power by 
the French colonialists in Lebanon] leaders decided 
to declare war against the Palestinians and to tear 
up the Cairo Agreement. This included Genayel , 
Chamoun, Franjieh [the major right wing leaders] and 
not less than 45 people made that decision. Only 
Edde and one othe~ refused to sign it.

The Phalangists and Chamounists [two major 
right wing organi zati ons] got arms and ammunition 
from the a y Tny and sought to drain our power.

But the army was divided and many were nat'on- 
alist They knew the situation well and refused to 
be a tool... and some joined us.

HOW lain D U»U DESCRIBE I HE S ION L I- ICANCE OF IHIS 
COLNc II MHKIINCr 

After what was called the weakening of the 
Palest m’an revofution, it was very important to 
hold this conference. It showed all the world 
that the PlO leadership had a vvde base of trust. 

More than that was the unity of the Palestin- 
ian or gan izat ions, 67 organizations [who are mem- 
bers of the council]. We respect each other's 
thoughts We as Palestinians have a way of democra- 
cy All shared m the conference. What we call 
the » ejec t »oni sts [who withdrew their representa- 
tive from the Executive Committee in the last 
council meeting in 1974] shared in the Executive 
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Committee. [The Council's elected executive body 
which has 15 members]. 

The political program we passed has wide trust 
Only 13 of the 300 reserved votes. 

The unity of the organizations is stronger 
than in the past Yesterday there was a meeting 
of all organ izations to discuss the steps of 
building unity among all the organizations The 
military chief commander of all organizations dis- 
cussed unifying the troops. 

The internal situation of the Palestinians 
is strong. 

Before the meeting there were many declarations 
signed from people in the occupied land, and by 
all the mayors of [the Palestinian West Bank cities 
of] Nablus, Rmallan, Hebron, Gaza saying that they 
give their trust to the National Council 

Also in this Council meeting we passed a 
resolution calling for contacts with democrat *c 
and progressive Jews within and outside occupied 
Palestine. 

We have passed resolutions, to have a way of 
existing with the Christians and the Jews in the 
democratic secular state in Palestine. 

DO YOU EXPECT MORE ATTACKS ON THE PALESTINIANS IN 
LEBANON, PAR'l I CL EARLY IN THE SOUTH.' 

Yes. At Taibe several weeks ago, the Israelis, 
with Chamoun [the right-wing Lebanese leader] tried 
to build a “security belt" all along the bo r de r 
[inside Lebanon] to cut us off from the occup'ed 
territory. He began the battle at Taibe He di- 
rectly occupied seven villages He made w' de propa- 
ganda speaking of his effort to control 60 km in 
one direction and 40 km in the other He frightened 
people. He declared he'd tear up the Cairo Agree- 
ment through this act. But we made a counter 
attack and drove them out. 

DO YOU THINK THE ISRAELIS WILL ESCALATE THEIR 
ACTIONS IN SOUTHERN LEBANON? 

Of course. It is expected. They still have 
four pockets in the area on the Lebanese land 

We think Israel is looking for chances to 
build "new facts 11 [a long-standing term used in 
reference to Israel's policies of creating us 
own institutions and territorial realities on 
occupied lands.] That way they could use these 
"new facts" as to pave a way fo' 

discussing a resolution in the Middle East 

We are always expecting Israeli army attacks 
and aggressions. Day or night we must be caut’ous 
In Beirut the Israeli air force and Israeli infan- 
try have attacked. And in all our refugee camps, 
we were directly attacked. There have been hun - 
dreds of attacks by Israel . 

DO YOU THINK THERE WILL BE A MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT 
IN THE NEAR FUTURE? 

The matter depends first on Israel. Why 
(should) they want a settlement in the area? In 
1973 there was unity of all Arabs, and the Suez was 
not open. So there was pressure. 

But now there is no pressure except from the

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KENTUCKY EDITOR FORCED TO RESIGN FROM CITY 
COMMISSION FOR EDITORIAL DENOUNCING STRIPMINING 

NEW YORK (LNS) — A Kentucky newspaper editor 
who wrote an editorial linking stripmining to the 
recent Flooding in the Appalachian states was 
forced to resign from his position on the Ciry’s 
Re . r eat ion Commission following pressure from 
lo- al coal operators 

James Lee Crawford, editor of rhe Times- 
Tribune, a small daily newspaper in Corbin, 
Kentucky, had been a member of the Corbin City 
Recreation Commission fur 14 years- Then, in 
early April, when record floods hit Kentucky and 
other Appalachian states, Corbin wrote an editorial 
which described how the flooding had been made 
much worse by extensive stripmining 

Stripmining, he explain^ without proper 
reclamation, destroys the natural drainage system, 
and mud and slit collect in the streams so they 
can t hold as much water as before - 

The editorial caused an Immediate reaction 
among the banks and the coal operators- "All the 
banks m the tount y wrote letters: -.( and ) published 
ads denouncing me personally and denouncing what 
I'd said "

Eu' the recession of the mid-’/0's brought rapidly 
inflating prices, and wages appeared to be the only 
cost that could be c u t - - 1 f the unions could be 
broken 

Accordingly the paper adop r ed a strategy of 
' on r l c ua 1 harassment of wc Greers, and at the same 
time began training scab labor as an additional wea- 
pon in preparation for a strike 

Post officials were also sent to a union-busting 
•-n.cJ in the Sunbelt One of the Techniques they 
learned was chat of the non- negotiable, take it cr 
] r-a* e :t contract offer In practice, during the 
r t c e n t ^nke, the Po s t modified this technique by 
. re ^en r ]rig a final offer chat was actually worse 
than i ■: - initial hard-line proposal 


replacing the press operators. They recently vo- 
ted for non-union representation, decertifying 
local 6 as their bargaining agent. 

The Eos t T s union-busting campaign has drawn 
no indictments, costly trials, fines or jail sen- 
tences. Yet the Post's widely-circulated black-list 
drove one older Local 6 member to suicide last year 
and has totally disrupted the lives of other workers. 

Meanwhile the Post corporation, one of Fort une 
magazine’s list of 500 top U.S. conglomerates, has 
seen the paper rise to nearly the 200th most profitr 
able in America, although in terms of readership 
it ranks close to 500th, 

On Sunday, May 22, officials of Georgetown 
University in Washington prepared to award an honor- 
ary degree to Post owner-publisher Graham for her 
contributions to humanity. 

Outside the gates, however, a well-organized 
demonstration of about one hundred people, including 
many cf the press operators and their families, 
made certain that at least part of the real Post 
story would be represented. To the visible con- 
sternation cf Katherine Graham and university 
officials, the demonstrators distributed leaflets 
and sang "We Shall Not Be Moved" and "Solidarity 
Forever," songs from the civil rights and union 
movements- One Georgetown student, learning for the 
first time of the award for Graham, declined tc 
accept his diploma. 

Press Operators’ Achievements 

The press operators proved ready to defend 
their union longer than the Post was prepared for 
Their continuing efforts consistently belied the 
Post’ s attempt to portray itself as a crusading, 
progressive paper on the strength of its Watergate 
coverage Eventually, in fact, the Post was forced 
to turn to the federal courts for help, leading t:o 
the indictment of the fourteen. 

In Washingron, where the Post * s well-financed 
and vicious publicity campaign against the strikers 
had many convinced of their guilt, the press operators 
successfully mobilized union and community support 
At last December's initial hearings, government pro- 
secutors strove desperately for a postponement, 
which Judge Bacon, seizing on a technicality, readily 
accorded 

Although this clearly demonstrated the shakiness 
of the government's case, some of the fourteen felt 
they could not subject their families to further 
ordeal On the basis of solidarity, all fourteen 
pled guilty in April after compelling the govern- 
ment to drop all felony charges, call off all in- 
vestigations, and forego any further grand jury 
inquisitions .
